Commissioner Anderson 


And the Auditorium 


THE TRD3UNE regrets the action of the Progress and 


Prosperity Committee in attacking Commissioner Harry S. 
Anderson and calling upon him to resign. The attack was 
•ot justified by the facts, and is based upon a misunder- 
standing of the situation. The auditorium will be built as 
originally projected and with the funds available. Work is 
aow in progress and the plans have been revised to bring the 
cost within the means at the disposal of -the commissioners, 
and when the auditorium is completed the city will have a 
building of which it can be proud and which will prove that 
the money expended in its erection has been well spent. 


At the bond election $500,000 was voted to build on the 


present site. It was not within the power of the commis- 


wnerewitfi to purcoase ajsair.er site, ntnce me cost 01 jm- 
ing a fiDed-in mud flat as a foundation can in no wise be 
charged as a fault of Mr. Anderson and his colleagues in 
the municipal council. Nor is Mr. Anderson to blame because 
ambitious dreams outran the building appropriation. 


The truth is, after the bonds were voted, all the civic or- 


ganizations in the city, the Progress and Prosperity Commit- 
tee included, insisted on incorporating special features in 
the auditorium plan which were never figured on in the be- 
ginning. A theater and a museum were demanded in con- 
nection with the auditorium proper. Mr. Anderson knew 
the cost of these adjuncts would exceed the money he was 
given to spend; the Mayor knew it; every member of the 
commission knew it; the architect knew it, and leading mem- 
bers of the Progress and Prosperity Committee must have 
been aware that the special features—extras, to call them 
by their proper name—would make the cost of the building 
exceed the original estimate. But the town was feeling 
good, enthusiasm ran high, and the persons and organiza- 
tions demanding the enlargement of the building scheme did 
not stop to count the cost. So the architect's plans were ex- 
panded and expanded till they called for an expenditure of 
between $800,000 and $1,000,000. 


In the meantime the cost of the foundation had exceeded 


the original estimate (which was not based upon expert in- 
vestigation) by nearly one hundred per cent. Before the 
matter was ever placed in the architect's hands, it was loose- 
ly estimated that the cost of piling the ground and laying 
the foundation would not exceed $40,000. The actual cost 
was slightly in excess of $77,000. Thus when the building 
plans, including the various extras and special features, were 
completed, the total cost had mounted to a disconcerting 
figure.

cases of this kind. Excess of zeal was ascribed to official 
blundering, and while clinging to the special features en- 
grafted on the original scheme, it was asserted that the 
auditorium enterprise had been so badly mismanaged that 
the people were not going to get a real auditorium for their 
money after alL 


This is not true. We expected too much for our money 


and we have discovered that we must build within our 
means. We shall get as good a building as can be erected for 
$500,000, and more than we really bargained for in the be- 
ginning. We are not going to get the theater adjunct that 
the members of the Progress and Prosperity Committee 
wanted—not just yet—but the foundation for one is there; 
it win be enclosed, and can be completed and fitted up at 
some future time should it be deemed desirable to do so. But 
the auditorium will be completed as planned, and it win be 
worthy of the city. The building will be noble and hand- 
some, and susceptible of future embellishment. The city 
has lost nothing save the fulfillment of some extravagant 
dreams. 


When reduced to concrete terms, the complaint against 


Commissioner Anderson Is that he is unable to give the city 
two dollars' worth of building for every dollar he has to 
spend. He is not solely responsible for drawing plans for a 
building of far greater magnitude and splendor than the 


^ 
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other city officials are equaDy responsible. 


But after all. no money has been wasted on the auditorium, 


and trimming the cost will not deprive us of the building. 
We are not confronted with the alternative of abandoning 
the project or voting more money to complete it. We are 
going to have an auditorium as quickly as It can be built, 
and it will be a creditable structure in all respects, worth 
all it cost, and capable of being some time made to fill all 
the special requirements, the demand for which has pro- 
voked all this complaint and prompted the Progress and 
Prosperity Committee to make a hasty and unjust attack 
on Commissioner Anderson. 


It should be remembered that San Francisco got into the 


same kind of a fix with her auditorium plans. With an ap- 
propriation of $1,000.000 the plans called for an expenditure 
of $1,065,000. When it came to letting the contracts, after 
the plans had been checked by two consulting architects, it 
was discovered that the actual cost of the building would be 
$1,268,000. And San Francisco is going to build at that 
igure. 


But Commissioner Anderson is directing many improve- 


ments besides work on the auditorium. The new school- 
houses are models of their kind. They are attracting the 
attention of the whole country to Oakland. Not only are 
they being built within the estimates, but at a lower cost 
than was estimated when the plans were drawn. They are 
artistic in design and beautiful in finish. Every citizen of 
Oakland ought to be proud of them. While we are complain- 
tag about the auditorium, let us not forget to give the Com- 
•UBsioner of Public Works the credit that is due him for the 
*ew school buildings. Above all, let us be fair and not fly 
into a passion because ihe impossible cannot be performed.

Oil Refuse in La&e Mermf. 


Sunday great black masses or oil scum were floating on Lake 


Merritt. As the tide went out the stuff settled on the shore in 
the coves and bays where the water fowl congregate, defiling the 
beach and creating a nuisance in the park. The presence of this 
oil scum in tns BSTusry ?nu trie i&Ks is p»nms isci6 feviG6iic6 in<iv 
the law is being violated. Federal and State statutes forbid the 
dumping of oil refuse in the bay and its tributary waters. Never- 
theless the dumping goes on. Many ducks get caught in the oil 
slime and die a miserable death from starvation; fish are killed 
or driven out of the bay by the oil refuse which is disposed of 
by letting it run into the bay; the bathing beaches are being 
ruined and the piling of the wharves crusted with inflammable 
material, which increases the danger of combustion—ail in viola- 
tion of the law. An artistic boathouse is being built by the city 
at the extremity of the northeastern arm of the lake. Sunday 
the water approach to the boathouse was covered with black oil 
scum. Unless the lake is protected from this defilement it is use- 
less to embellish its shores with boat landings, for nobody will 
care to boat in oil scum. Just why so little official attention is 
paid to the unlawful abuse is difficult to understand. The Oak- 
land city officials, the State Harbor Commission, the Fish and 
Game Commission and the Federal port authorities all have a 
duty to perform in this matter—a duty which is sadly neglected. 
If something is not done to have the law enforced, Lakeside Park 
will be completely spoiled and the bay of San Francisco marred 
for years to come.
